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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To prevent buffer empty from occurring on the way of recording when the data 
sent from a host computer are received by a buffer memory, and an interleaving is 
performed for every unit section, and plural unit sections are recorded continuously 
in an optical recorder recording., the -data, by-.a CD -WO or an MD or an MD data standard. 


CONSTITUTION: A sequence controller 24 judges whether or not nearly the whole data of 
a next packet are stored in a data buffer 14 at the timing before starting the 
recording of the data of the next packet of the packet while recording plural packets 
continuously. And, when they are stored, the data of the next packet are recorded 
continuously, and when not stored, the recording operation is interrupted temporarily 
when the former packet endes, and after nearly the whole data of the next packet are 
stored in the data buffer 14, the recording operation after the next packet is 
re -opened from an interrupted position. 
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
